Park. 


On the 15th instant a fearful. aecident tock 
Juco on that part of the Oruwwentat Water on tha 
at's, Park immediately opyioails Sumex-ter- 
rage, by which a lurgenamber of peraona bave lost 


their lives, On-this part of tha fake, whish-ia the 


broadest, several thousand parsons lindbeen skating 
during the forenoon without any-acoident taking 
place, although tho ico was looked upon by.the 
experisoged icemen on duty a6 very unsafe, from 


its boing princirally snow ioe, About.hat!. past |. 


three o'clock ia-the aftornaun there wets near tho 
aume spot shout 500 akaters, among whom were 
many ludies, there being at the same time on the 
banks from 2,000 to 3,000 spectators, At this 
Sime the ice showed uomistnknble signa of break- 
ing up; tt wae crnoked to ouch on extent that 
there wax hot a souud pivee of more than a foot
